Proposal envisions a bird-friendly Albany waterfront —

ALBANY — Plans to convert 
the Albany waterfront into the 
Eastshore State Park moved ad- 
vanced last week as the Waterfront 
Committee received City Council 
approval to pursue a shorebird en- 
hancement project at the 
westernmost portion of the former 
Albany landfill. 

The project, which will have to 
gain approval from aslough of regu- 
latory agencies, involves cutting 
two, 50-foot breaks into the levee 
that encircles the lagoon at the end 
of Albany’s “bulb.” Though the cuts 


would prevent pedestrian access to 
all but the southernmost portion of 
the levy, it would, committee mem- 
bers say, provide a superior roost- 
ing area during high tide for migra- 
tory shorebirds who feed in the Al- 
bany mudflats. 

“My theory is that we could make 
that more attractive to shorebirds if 
it were safer,” said wildlife biolo- 
gist Steve Granholm, who chairs 
the Waterfront Committee. “They'd 
be much better off if they had a nice 
place to roost nearby.” 

The plan, approved unanimously 
by the committee earlier this year,

“California has lost 95 percent 
of its riparian habitat,” said Save 
Baxter Creek advocate Lisa Owens- 
Viani, “and we would like to save 
just one city block.” 

Running through the empty lot 
east of the current Richmond/ El 
Cerrito Lucky store loading dock, 
bounded by MacDonald Avenue on 
the north, the Ohlone Greenway on 
the south, Key Boulevard on the 
east, and San Pablo Avenue on the 
west, lies Baxter Creek, or that por- 
tion of Baxter Creek in question. 

The lot’s slated for an expanded 
Lucky supermarket, eliciting from 
nature-lovers, government officials

Design priorities set for new Albany High

ALBANY — The Albany Board 
of Education synthesized input on 
the design of the new Albany High 
School and has given the district 
architect a list of priority design 
features. 

The priority design features in- 
clude an inviting, formal entry on 
Key Route, adjacent to the existing

Little Theater, a gym for multi-use, 
large performances and student 
graduations, a courtyard visually 
open to Memorial Park and the hills, 
and classrooms open to sunlight. 
Also, the community, the facili- 
ties committees, and AHS staff com- 
monly believed the building should 
be three-stories tall and of a civic, 
community-centered design, witha 
substantial amountof outdoor space 


for both student and community 
recreation. 

After the Board of Education con- 
demned the main building and gym- 
nasium at its July 16 meeting, the 
AHS facilities committee began to 
review and overhaul the education 
specifications for the new high school. 
They met throughout the summer, 
and gave their final specifications to

OAKLAND — Despite concerns 
thatacounty-wide consensus might 
never be reached, the committee 
charged with the creation of anew 
Measure B last week unanimously 
approved a draft expenditure plan. 

The plan, put together after 14 
meetings, hundreds of public speak- 
ers and innumerable skirmishes be- 
tween representatives from loca- 
ions as disparate as Berkeley and 
Pleasanton, represents the first step 
in the reauthorization of a half-cent, 
county-wide sales tax expected to 
raise $1.2 billion for transportation 
projects. 

Though some, particularly tran- 
sit advocates from northern 
Alameda County, feared the new 
Measure B might leave AC Transit 
in the cold, the latest modification 
included an additional $1.8 million 
ayear for the cash-strapped agency, 
enough, according to AC Transit 
officials, to restore north county 
bus service to pre-1996 levels. 

“T think it went from marginal to 
being quite good,” said Jim Gleich, 
AC Transit’s assistant general man- 
ager. “The way it’s evolving, it’s 
enough to restore service to about 
the same level.” 

The move was but one of anum- 
ber made prior to the most recent 
meeting of the Expenditure Plan 
Development Committee, a 40- 
member citizen group charged with 


hammering out a draft plan for the 
new Measure B 

In North county, the group upped 
the set-aside for local streets and 
roads by more than $1 million per 
year, and designated an additional 
$3.3 million over the life of the 
measure fornon-motorized projects. 
It also put the final nail in the coffin 
of a proposal to funnel $18 million 
in Measure B funds into a City of 
Oakland-sponsored widening of 
73rd and Edwards avenues. 


Lobbying for transit 


The 73rd Avenue project was far 
from the only bone of contention 
during the six-month EPDC pro- 
cess. In June, for example, more 
than 100 transit advocates staged a 
demonstration calling for more 
funding for AC Transit in the face 
of an 11 percent cutin service hours 
since late 1995 by Alameda 
County’s largest public transit 
agency. 

While transit advocates did not 
necessarily believe going into the 
process that, in asking, they would 
automatically receive, many felt that 
if they didn’t ask, they would end 
up receiving very little. With that in 
mind, groups ranging from the Si- 
erra Club to the Alliance for AC 
Transit to the League of Women 
Voters banded together under the 
Alliance for Sensible Transporta- 
ton Priorities, requesting again and

Taking the bad 
with the Good 


Editor: 

I read with interest Ms. Phyllis 
Lyon’s depiction of Councilman- 
Mayor Robert Good (Oct. 2), an 
against-all-odds stalwart guardian 
of Albany’s public conscience, of 
which we wish there were more. 


Detracking is a classroom 
organization technique that 
combines all skill levels in each 
and every classroom. It 
effectively eliminates high 
performing and low performing 
class groupings. Theoretically, it 
encourages low performing 
students by placing them in 
learning situations with high 
performing student role models. It 
also is supposed to change 
learning achievement by changing 
teacher expectation, i.e. teachers 
with high expectations have 
successful students, teachers with 
low expectations have 
unsuccessful students. 

At El Cerrito High School 
detracking happens in ninth grade 
English and history. It has also 
been combined with the class size 
reduction, to which it is legally 
and pedagogically unrelated. 
Apart from the reduction of class 
size (30 to 25) the most tangible 
identified “benefit” of detracking 
is that, “11 out of 13 participating 
ECHS teachers feel good about 
it.” 

In the winter of 1996, after 2-1/ 
2 years of operation, the ECHS 
English department had Dr. Pedro 
Noguera, UC Toleman Hall, study 
the program and its effects on 
students. Dr. Noguera concluded 
that detracking had no measurable 
impact on the grades received by 
high achieving or low achieving 
student groups. He also 
documented that 27.6 percent of 
the students were receiving a “D”

and middle school, the 
dovetailing of these items seemed 
inescapable.

And with the 
added prospect of yet another 
questionable middle school 
building we’ re in for some merry 
dance.

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Gov. Wilson signs refinance legislation 


At the 11th hour, Gov. Pete 
Wilson signed Assemblywoman 
Dion Aroner’s WCCUSD refinance 
legislation into law on Oct. 13. 
Wilson signed the bill at the last 
possible moment, sa’. ing it from an 
effective veto — the fate of 
previous refinance efforts. The 
measure refinances the district’s 
debt repayments to State of 
California from the current term of 
15 years to a 20-year repayment 
period, effectively lowering annual 
payments and removing the 
requirement for periodic balloon 
payments and the sale of several 
district properties mandated by the 
original loan agreement. 

Aroner is credited with the

Albany: A great place to learn and enjoy — farming

ALBANY—This definitely isn’t 
Id MacDonald's farm. There isno 
6 nocow, no chicken, There is no 
-, There is no old :armer in over- 
ys, driving a tractor into the dis- 
{ sunset. ; 
But there is an acre of organic 
pil teeming with flowers, fruits, 
etables, and herbs. There is the 
pund of birds chirping from tall 
ines faintly heard above the dull 
yar of neighboring Interstate 80. 
ere is a group of young adults 
nding to crops enjoyed by the 
immunity. Welcome to the Urban 
Barn Collaborative in Albany. 
“It’s nice ... It’s not how I ex- 
ected it. [thought there’ d be chick- 
ns and cows running around. It’s 
st plants out here,” says 9-year- 
Bd Vernon Wiley, a tall, soft-spo- 
fen young man in baggy jeans and 
B jweed cap worn to the side. He is 
Fouched in a bed of strawberries, 
sis hands covered with rich soil, 
This is Vernon’s first time on a 


arm. 
The Urban Farm is part of the 


Gill Tract, a parcel of land border- 
ing University Village, owned by 
UC Berkeley and used by its Col- 
lege of Natural Resources to con- 
duct research. Several years ago, an 
ambitious UC Berkeley student 
named Patrick Archie came to the 
farm. He was interested in sustain- 
able community development and 
urban agriculture and had a unique 
vision for the farm’s potential. 

Archie had heard of a group 
called EBAYC, the East Bay Asian 
Youth Center, described in its bro- 
chure as “an independent commu- 
nity organization dedicated to in- 
spiring and empowering youth and 
young adults to develop and use 
their fullest potential to build a just 
and caring multi-cultural society.” 
He approached EBAYC’s Execu- 
tive Director Dave Kakishiba and 
suggested putting together a pro- 
gram creating jobs on the farm, 
giving young people an opportu- 
nity to learn about farming with 
financial incentive. 

In spring of 1996, with support 
from the University, EBAYC, the 
City of Berkeley, and the Corpora- 


tion for National Service’s 
Americorps program, the Urban 
Farm Collaborative was born. In its 
first season, flowers and tomatoes 
were grown and sold, raising $7,000 
to employ student interns. Since 
then, the farm has hosted a number 
of school tours and student groups. 
Last summer, as part of Berkeley’s 
Summer Youth Employment Train- 
ing Program, ten 4- to 8-year-old 
youths were hired to work on the 
farm 25 hours a week. Archie also 
led a horticultural summer school 
program for a group of 30 young 
participants from EBAYC. 

Dr. Rasjidah Franklin, academic 
advisor for youth and development 
at the Alameda County Coopera- 
tive Extension, has helped foster 
the relationship between the Uni- 
versity and the farm. “For us,” she 
said, “the experience in the com- 
munity is wonderful. Working with 
communtity groups is what coop- 
erative extension is all about.” 

The farm is one of 600 in the 
United States based on a concept 
called Community Supported Ag- 
riculture (CSA).

over 30 years ago in Japan when a 
group of Japanese women became 
concerned about the rise in food 
imports and the dwindling farming 
population. They decided to build a 
direct growing and buying relation- 
ship between themselves and the 
local farms. Their arrangement was 
called teikei, literally translated as 
the idea of “putting the farmers” 
face on food, and emphasized the 
consumer’s personal involvement 
with the farmer and his work. 
Widely practiced in Japan and Eu- 
rope for decades, the concept came 
to the U.S. in 1985 and was given 
the name Community Supported 
Agriculture. 

At CSA farms, members pur- 
chase a share of the season’s har- 
vest by providing funding for mate- 
rials and labor. CSA members make 
a commitment to support the farm 
and thereby assume the same risk of 
crop failure that the farmer does. In 
return, members receive a fresh sup- 
ply of inexpensive, seasonal pro- 
duce. Most food in the U.S. travels

test; each morning, seven of them 
learn computer skills and eight of 
them come to the farm. 


Three days a week, Archie 
teaches the farm group about horti- 
culture in the classroom/green- 
house, 


Surrounded by dried flowers, 
shovels and packets of seeds, the 
students diligently take notes on 
subjects such as the components of 
soil in the same binders which hold 
notes On sentence structure. 


Archie, an energetic and thought- 
ful teacher, always tries to incorpo- 
rate learning on the farm with the 
work the group is doing for their 
upcoming exam. For example, after 
helping his students discover the 
meaning of the word “erosion” in 
its ecological sense, he is quick to 
mention the word’s broader mean- 
ing. “You could also say ‘Our con- 
fidence in the program has eroded.’” 


But Tuesdays and Fridays, learn- 


ing happens in the field. Notebooks 
are left behind and wheelbarrows 
are taken out as the group heads to 
the field to harvest. 

“This morning’s harvest,” Archie 
announced with an eager smile. 

“Cause it’s fall, huh?” said 
Vernon. And he was right. Just one 
week after the autumn equinox, the 
group harvested for the first time, 
picking strawberries, cucumbers, 
lettuce, beets and pulling perfectly 
shaped carrots from the ground to 
fill the bags of their CSA custom- 
ers. 


Vernon left Oakland Technical 
High School in 9th grade. He said 
he was a bit overwhelmed by all the 
things ‘he had to learn during the 
first week. A lot of times, he said, 
he’d “try to remember something 
that was just on the tip of my tongue 
... Kinda makes me wish I'd stayed 
in school instead of just fooling 
around,” He said he hopes to pass 
the GED so he can go on to commu- 
nity college. 

Vernon said his group works well 
together because they all know each 
other from Roosevelt Junior High

The Community Development & Environmental Resources 
Department is working to keep Albany a great place to live. 
Albany’s future generations depend upon our environmental 
programs like recycling and waste prevention. 


School, “It’s like having all the class 
clowns together.” The group worked 
quietly together as the sun began to 
peck out through gray clouds. Vann 
Keophan, 18, said he’s lucky to be 
part of the group that comes out to 
the farm, “It’s good to get out of the 
ghetto.” 

Popping a tiny ripe strawberry 
into his mouth, Vann’s friend Ray 
Ming Gieng looked out on the hori- 
zon, “I like being outdoors,” he 
said. 

EBAYC’s Dave Kakishiba said 
the program is “a big experiment 
for us.” Due to a lack of jobs in the 
field of urban agriculture, “it’s un- 
clear in terms of transferable job 
skills,” he said. The participants 
are, however, learning some funda- 
mental job skills on the farm which 
could be used anywhere. Arriving 
on the farm early every morning 
and working the land together, they 
are learning about responsibility, 
problem solving and cooperation. 
The program is still in its infancy, 
but Kakishiba said he hopes it will 
“help young people develop a 
greater appreciation and awareness 
of ecological development, land 
preservation, organic gardening and 
its effect on the human body.” 

Khalid Abdul Rahman, 19, 
learned a lot last summer on the 
farm, working as a counselor for 
the summer school program led by 
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Archie. “Working at the urban farm 
has been a perfect example of hu- 
man and agricultural diversity,” he 
wrote. “Putting youth together from 
different backgrounds and plant re- 
searchers with various motivations 
has set the stage for Albany’s most 
unique farm.” 

“T love the kids,” said Sharon 
Korpi, who has been managing the 
farm since February, “I love the 
work. I love seeing the kids enjoy- 
ing the work out here.” She said she 
likes seeing the transition kids make: 
coming to the farm and being unfa- 
miliar with the work and gradually 
coming to enjoy themselves and 
acquire leadership skills. She re- 
called one kid who complained a lot 
at first about the strenuous and of- 
ten less than clean nature of farm 
labor. “But that one kid who com- 
plained the most,” she said, “be- 
came the best leader in the end.” 

Korpi also enjoys being part of a 
CSA group that has become so popu- 
lar it now has a waiting list. The 
farm, she said, “connects people to 
the source of their food, [members] 
get really good quality that*’s 
picked fresh.” She spoke of one 
member who comes out to the farm 
every week with her 2-year-old son 
and walks around the land observ- 
ing their crops as they grow. “That 
connection,” she said, “is just beau- 
tiful.”

or “F” in their detracked classes. 
Based on these findings, 
including the 11 out of 13 
teachers, ECHS English 
department, the Site Council and 
the WCCUSD Schou! Board 
(excepting Diane Easton) 
declared detracking at ECHS a 


“success,” continuing the program 


for two more years. 


At the detracking experiment’s 
inception it was possible to say its 


hypothesis was plausible, i.e. 
given low expectation and no 
successful academic role models, 
at least some students might fail. 
In 1997 it appears there is an 


explanation that is less ephemeral, 


easier to identify and easy to 
femedy with proven educational 
technology. 

The reason 27.6 of detracked 
English students get “Ds” and 
“Fs” is because 25 to 30 percent 
of all our entering ninth graders 
are two to four years off grade 
level in their English reading and 
writing skills. The low end of 
these low performing students 
enter ninth grade at a fifth grade 
level. ECHS places these less 
skilled readers/writers with 
students who read/write at ninth 
to 12th grade level and hopes 
their successful scholarship will 
“rub off.” 

Unfortunately ECHS does 
nothing to improve reading/ 
writing underperformance. The 
only option for D/F students in 
ninth grade English is to take 
summer school, or drop out. 

While serving on the Adams 
Middle School Site Council I 
became convinced that poor 
reading skills, not motivation or 
even social environment, was the 
primary cause of the high ECHS 


detracking failure rate, 


Adams has documented that 25 


to 30 percent of its entering sixth 
graders are three to four years off 
the grade in reading skills. This 
means that many Adams sixth 
graders are reading at second 
grade level. 

Adams English teachers, who 
are as good as any in the district, 
have told the Site Council that 
their best efforts, without heroic 
home-based intervention, will 
only prevent students from falling 
further behind. These students, 
advanced by social promotion, 
arrive at ninth grade English with 
the reading and writing skills of 
fifth and sixth graders. It is here 
that ECHS'’s well-meaning but ill- 
advised English teachers attribute 
historic low performance to social 
environment instead of poor 
English language reading and 
communication skills. 

Another unfortunate aspect of 
skills based underperformance is 
that it is not evenly distributed 
throughout the student 
communities of West County. 
Traditional minority groups, 

African Americans and Hispanics 
are significantly over represented. 
These are the same groups who 
were identified as the primary 
beneficiaries of detracking. They 
are the same groups who appear 
to comprise the D/F failure group 
identified by Noguera. 

Because these groups have not 
had their individual educational 
needs satisfied, we are beginning 
to see tangible evidence of 
failure. The 1997 ECHS 
graduating class was the first 
detracked class to leave ECHS. 
When compared to the class of 
1995, the percentage of Honors 
graduates of all ethnic groups but 
Hispanics decreased. The number 
of African American Honors 
grads decreased absolutely even

though there was a 33 percent 
increase in the size of the 
graduating class. The detracking 
hypothesis predicted moré, not 
less, honors and AP students. 
Given the expectation, one 

would presume at least stable 
class and subgroup participation 
in Honors graduation. The 
relative and absolute subgroup 
declines are disturbing. If there 
had been no change from 1995, 
there would have been 25 more 
Honors graduates. If this 
phenomena is not unique to 
ECHS, the drop in minority 
representation in the UC system 
becomes clear, 13 of those 
missing Honors grads would have 
been African American. These 
comparisons do not provide the 
whole picture about detracking at 
ECHS. I have been trying to get 
that information on a year by year 
basis and have been 
systematically told it is 
unavailable or inconclusive. 

The political question that now 
faces the community is, “Should 
we reelect school policy makers 
that call a school program 
successful when scientific review 
describes it as, ‘having no 
measurable impact on high or low 
performing students’ having a 
‘27.6 percent D/F student grade 
level’ after 10 quarters of 
operation, in which ‘11 out of 13

teachers feel good about it.’” Of 
course there is the more difficult 
question of how do 25 to 30 
percent of our elementary 
students get to sixth grade with 
second, third and fourth grade 
reading skills, etc., etc. 
Answering the question, we 
should not reelect people that 
make this kind of school policy. 
A 27.6 percent D/F rate in any 


class, but especially in English, is 


absolutely unacceptable. 

The fact that 11 out of 13 
teachers “ ... feel good about it” 
ought to be the cause for a riot. 


The fact that large scale failure 
to teach and learn English skills is 


tolerated, then covered up with 
socialization and environmental 
mumbo jumbo, out to be the 
cause for wholesale dismissals. 

Ladies and gentlemen, this is 
the kind of public policy that 
drives good people to vote 
Republican,

My Brother’s Keeper: We’ ve all seen the awful 
Images of “ethnic cleansing” from Sarajevo — the 
“gaunt, emaciated men staring out at us from behind 
“barbed wire; the women, raped over and over again; 
the children lying in their own blood, murdered by 

snipers as they played. 

And we’ve all wished we could do something to 
help. But what can we do, so many miles away? 
Well, the problem is not so far away any longer. By 
latest estimate, there are about 3,000 Bosnian 
refugees here in the Bay Area, and more are coming 
every day. 

These people lost everything, and I do mean 
everything, in the war and the refugee camps, so 
they’re forced to live in the least expensive 
neighborhoods, which are also some of the most 
dangerous. At first, the resettlement agency was 
settling them in San Francisco’s Tenderloin. But 
even that proved to be too pricey, so now the 
refugees are being moved to Central and East 
Oakland. 

This is something for which these people are 
totally unprepared. They were mostly farmers, 
without the street smarts you need to get along ina 
big city — let alone East Oakland. One family spent 
what little they had left on a used car, which was 
promptly stripped bare the first night. 

Then there was the old man who was knocked off 
his bicycle and severely beaten by a gang of 
teenagers hanging out in front of a liquor store 
because he didn’t know enough to head the other 
Way when he saw them coming. As a result, he now 
tefuses to leave his house. 

Last week, the Express ran a heartwarming story 
about Stan Vukovich, the principal at Lakeview 
Elementary School in Oakland, who is trying to 
make life a little easier for some Bosnian students at 
his school. Unfortunately, kind souls like Vukovich 
are all too rare. 

For most Bosnian refugees, life here is lonely, 
frightening, bewildering, and desperately poor. And 
there are virtually no resources to help them. Most 
immigrant communities already have an 
infrastructure in place to help newcomers. 

But not the Bosnians. They have nothing like the 
Jewish Community Council, which extends a 
welcoming hand to newly arrived Jews. There’s no 
church, like the Catholic Diocese of Oakland, which 
helps countless newly-arrived Catholics from Latin 
America, or the Russian Orthodox Church, which 
aids newly-arrived Russians. 

And much as they’d like to help, neither 
Alameda County nor San Francisco has a single 
person in its welfare department who can translate 
from Bosnian-Serbo-Croatian to English, 
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Baxter Creek raises a more funda- 
mental question, “Is ‘Baxter Creek’ a 
creek?” 

While creek restoration profes- 
sionals and local authorities believe 
it to be acreek, several locals wonder 
if it is simply a man-made ditch, dug 
to drain a marsh. 

Resident George Amberg con- 
sulted photographs of the area, old 
maps and a written history of El Cer- 
rito to verify the creek’s authenticity. 

Old maps, beginning in 1894, dis- 
played what were called “intermit- 
tent streams” where Baxter Creek 
would be, while Wildcat, San Pablo 
and Cerrito Creeks were all identi- 
fied as creeks. 

A history of El Cerrito describes a 
marshy area along Cerrito Creek and 
San Pablo Road, where the East Shore 
Rail Road ran. According to lore, 
women and children were regularly 
carried over this wetland. Amberg 
believes a similarly marshy area ex- 
isted on the northern end of town, 
where Baxter Creek lies. 

In 1904, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad extended its line 
from Point Richmond to Oakland, 
passing right through the Baxter 
Creek Area. Amberg believes the 
Santa Fe Railroad dug a drainage 
ditch— “Baxter Creek” —to clear the 
marsh and permit construction of the 
railroad. 

Owens-Viani, a member of the 
Urban Creeks Council who lobbied 
to save Baxter Creek once before 
when the automotive retailer Pep 
Boys planned to move onto the site, 
responded to Amberg’s contentions 
at the first Friends of Baxter Creek 
meeting, saying Baxter Creek is a 
creek “altered or not.” 

Although Santa Fe Railroad may 
have straightened and channeled the 
creek on the west side of San Pablo, 
according to the Department of Fish 
and Game it is still, she said, an 
official wetland and a creek. Head of 

the Urban Creeks Council Carole 
Schemmerling agreed that legally a 
creek is a creek even when it does not 
have water in it all year round. 


But a few people are trying to help. One of them 
is Jane Deer. She works as a community outreach 
counselor at Hawthorne Elementary School in the 
Fruitvale area, but in her spare time she does what 
she can to make life a little better for Bosnian 
refugees. 
But she needs help. She needs to find some good 
jobs for the parents, who would be excellent 
construction workers, bakers, gardeners, drivers, 
child care workers, electricians, hairdressers, 
cashiers, or any other job you can think of. These are 
extremely hard-working people, with a work ethic 
like your grandparents’. 
She needs school supplies for the children — 
even basic stuff, like pencils and Paper. 
She needs yarn for some Bosnian women to make 
Sweaters with, not just to clothe their families but 
also to sell, so they can make a little income. And, 
of course, she needs money for simple things that we 
take for granted. Most of these folks are so poor, 
even bus fair is a luxury, so they end up walking 
incredibly long distances. 
Some of the children formed a folklore dance 
group while they were in the refugee camp, and 
she'd like to buy them some costumes so they can 
perform their dances over here. 
She'd also like to get a computer for one 9-year- 
old girl with spina bifeda (which, of course, was 
untreated in the chaos of Sarajevo). The little girl’s 
parents can’t afford a wheelchair, so she rides ina 
baby stroller. But her mind is strong, and so are her 
fingers, and Deer thinks a computer might make all 
the difference in her young life. 
But mostly, she needs more people like her. 
Whatever your skills, they’re sure to find use here. 
These people have survived the hell of civil war and 
ethnic cleansing and refugee camps, and now they’re 
living here as strangers in a strange land.

A touch of nature in the city 


The fire behind the “Save Baxter 
Creek” campaign comes from its lead- 
ers’ childhood attachment to creeks. 
Lisa Owens-Viani, Maryann Aberg, 
and their guest speaker, Carole 
Schemmerling all grew up nearcreeks 
and believe creeks hold something 
“magical for kids who grow up in an 
urban area, to have a touch of nature 
in the city,” said Owens-Viani. 

Schemmerling shared aslide show 
of creeks the Urban Creeks Council 
had worked to save. One slide dis- 
played a blighted lot, strewn with 
blocks of concrete and urban waste. 
The nextslide flashed an unculverted, 
rambling Strawberry Creek, lined 
with the same concrete, now broken 
up into little water-caressed rocks. In 
the image, three children lean over to 
feel the water run through their 
hands.”Kids were there the first day 
water appeared,” said Schemmerling. 

Four audience members attested 
to creeks’ magnetism, saying they 
had moved to their El Cerrito homes 
because of nearby creeks. 

Owens-Viani asked aattendees to 
“have alittle vision about this creek,” 
to look past the trash and overgrown 
cattails, to their vision of “a greenway 
along the creek with a bike trail, pe- 
destrian path, native tiparian plants 
and perhaps educational signs.”

Currently the site, dubbed “Target 


hundreds in the mudflats at low tide, _ that’s going to require a lot of envi- _ 


during high tide, when the mudflats 
are underwater, they have no safe 
place to rest nearby, Granholm said. 
Thus the committee’ s proposal, which 
would cut two channels into the levy 
and use the excavated materials to 
build up the remaining portions, pro- 
viding the birds with higher ground 
in which they might wait, undisturbed, 
for the tide to recede. 

According to Environmental Re- 
sources Director Bill Ekern, the 
project construction costs would be 
about $40,000. A barge or other ship 
would have to perform the work, cut- 
ting two, 50-foot channels into the 
construction debris that forms the 
lagoon and piling the excavated ma- 
terial on top of what is already there. 

The breaks would be around 10 
feet deep, Ekern said. While the cur- 
rent lagoon holds water after the tide 
has gone out, the water would ebb 
and flow with the tide under the pro- 
posed project. 

A permit would be required from 
the Bay Conservation and Develop- 
ment Commission, and approval 
would also be required from agencies 
such as the Department of Fish and 
Game, the Regional Water Quality 
Control Board and the Army Corps 
of Engineers, among others. Envi- 
ronmental studies would also be re- 
quired as part of the permitting pro- 
cess, although Granholm said the pro- 
posal probably isn’t “the type of thing

sions, the Red Onion Restaurant and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad right of way. 

The bulk of this land is owned by 
El Cerrito resident and Hacienda 
Restaurant owner Anthony Carrioco, 
who leases the property to the above 
businesses, including American 
Stores. Although American Stores 
may develop the land, they will con- 
tinue to lease the property from 
Carrioco. 

The creek runs parallel to the rail- 
road right of way, into a culvert under 
San Pablo, daylighting on the other 
side. Friends of Baxter Creek are also 
studying this triangular “Taco Bell 
site” where the creek daylights, a plot 
bounded by San Pablo on the east, I- 
80 and the Richmond city line on the 
west, and BART along the southern 
boundary. 

This two-acre site is owned by 
Clayton Church and Robert Stefans, 
and is currently being leased by a 
local Honda dealership to store over- 
flow cars. Since December of 1996, 
El Cerrito has been negotiating with 
Phil Basra, a Taco Bell franchise 
owner from Vallejo, who wants to 
place a Taco Bell on the half acre in 
El Cerrito. 

An environmental review found 
the project to have no significant en- 
vironmental impact, a use permit was 
approved in March and the design 
was approved by the Design Review 
Board in May. Construction will be- 
gin this Fall, with the Taco Bell open- 
ing in the Spring. 

“The Taco Bell development came 
as an unwelcome surprise to many 
nearby residents,” said Aberg. The 
development never came before the 
City Council, where public scrutiny 
most often occurs, and no designated 
public hearing was held. 

The Taco Bell site plan reveals a 
drive through lane around the build- 
ing, with “no attempt made, other 
than some landscaping, to fit the creek 
into the design,” said Aberg. 

The asphalt’s proximity to the 
creek worries Aberg because, when it 
rains, toxic residue from automobiles 
will run-off the asphalt and contami- 
nate the creek. 

El Cerrito City Planner Ed Phillips, 
however, said that not only would the 
Taco Bell building be 90 feet from 
the creek, but the runoff would run 
into storm drains where it would be 
filtered and sent into aconcrete chan- 
nel parallel to the freeway. 

As for the Richmond half of what 
Aberg called the “Taco Bell site,” 
Richmond City Planner Jerry 
Rasmussen said, “On the south bank 
of the creek, we’ve stipulated to 
Church, according to approval by the 
department of Fish and Game, that if 
anything were to developed, it be 
developed areasonable distance from 
the creek. It’s a tight site, so that 
would be 10 to 20 feet.” 

In January, American Stores re- 
quested an opportunity to demolish 
their 30,000 square foot existing store 
and build a 60,000-square-foot com- 
bination food and drug store along 
with parking and landscaping. In ini- 
tial discussions, American Stores 

described the new store as being lo- 
cated in El Cerrito over the creek 
with its parking lot in Richmond

ing lot now stand.

While the committee has the go- 
ahead to pursue the project, one ob- 
stacle involves coming up with the 
$40,000 necessary to build it. At 
present, one possibility rests with 
finding a developer or agency in 
search of mitigations for another 
project, either nearby or otherwise. 

At last week’s meeting, the City 
Council came out strongly in favor of 
the plan, approving it by aunanimous 
vote. Council members were like- 
wise in favor of finding a way to fund 
the project through mitigations. 

The plan is but one of a number of 
changes listed in the Waterfront 
Committee's 1995 proposal for the 
Albany portion of the Eastshore State 
Park. Others include a picnic, recre- 
ation and tot lot area on the plateau, 
which sits adjacent to the Golden 
Gate Fields parking lot, as well as 
possibly developing a recreational 
playfield on the same land. 

Another proposal, submitted by 
committee member Jerri Holan, 
would involve planting a pine grove 
at the end of the Albany Bay Trail, 
though no action has been taken as of 
yet. Allin all, the park is still a num- 
ber of years off, as the East Bay 
Regional Park District, at present, 
has money to acquire the land that 
will be home to the park, but has yet 
to secure the funding necessary to 
build it. 


toration Institute’s Anne Riley, 
American Stores suggested redirect- 
ing the creek along the southern 
boundary of the new building, so 
only a few feet of the creek would 
remain open, with the remainder in a 
culvert under the building. 

Schemmerling warned American 
Stores of the seismic risk of liquefac- 
tion, where the culverted water es- 
capes and creates an unstable foun- 
dation, and suggested that instead 
they think creatively about incorpo- 
rating the existing creek into their 
site plan. 

American Stores has not been in 
contact with either Schemmerling or 
Riley since that meeting.

The slide show and background 
on the sites and projects left little 
time for brainstorming. However, at- 
tendees did agree they would rather 
have the creek restored in its present 
location than in a relocated one. 

Some suggested alternative sites, 
including the old Food Bowl site. 

Later, Redevelopment Program 
Manager Elisa Tierney said she 
thought Lucky and Safeway are in a 
Tace to get an expanded store in El 
Cerrito. “Lucky’s does complex stud- 
ies of their trade area, of the number 
of people to be served, the per capita 
income, so I don’t think they would 
wantto go to the Food Bow! site,” she 
said. 

Resident Larry Damon suggested 
Lucky construct an outdoor deli, with 
the creek as an amenity. A discussion 
with Henry Englehardt of Gallagher 
& Miersch, an agency hired by Ameri- 
can Stores to assess the site and pre- 
pare a site plan, he said, led him to 
believe American Stores is amenable 
to the community’s ideas. 

Tierney agreed. Because they have 
been on the site, she said, they came 
in wanting to talk to community 
groups and to groups like the Urban 
Creeks Council. “It was really re- 
freshing,” said Tierney. 

Tierney attended the Friends of 
Baxter Creek meeting, and afterwards 
walked the site to look at the creek. 
Her one concern was that, based on 
Carole Schemmerling’s slide show, 
the community may envision some- 
thing with rushing water. “We saw 
no fish or rushing water,” she said, 

“At a certain point, the commu- 
nity needs to decide whether they 
want development or more ameni- 
ties, I’m not saying it’s not possible 
to restore the creek, but it is a matter 
of degree. It could be an enhanced 
feature of the development, but if the 
community wants a full-fledged park, 
the development most likely will not 
happen,” said Tierney. 

Englehardt said that although the 
engineer had completed an appraisal 
of the property and soils and toxic 
testing, he had not yet been able to 
study them. When they have assessed 
all the various factors (easements, 
encroachment on BART, etc), they 
will draw up three, four or five alter- 
native site plans. In absence of these 
facts, Gallagher said it was too early 
to discuss design elements. 

“What is important to us ina site 
plan is operational efficiency,” said 
Englehardt. He said while American 
stores is willing to work with differ- 
ent scenarios, “we can’t build the 
store around the creek.” 

“The moral of the story,” he said, 
“is that Lucky has been in El Cerrito 
a lot of years and wants to be in El 
Cerrito for a lot more years. They 
have a corporate conscience and want 
to do a reasonable deal, if it is eco- 
nomically and commercially fea- 
sible.”

Errol Morris is fond of using 
the movie camera as a scalpel. 

In the “Thin Blue Line,” the 
acclaimed documentarian 
performed open-heart surgery 
on the criminal justice system in 
Dallas, overturning the 
conviction of an innocent man 
and all but proving the guilt of 
another. 

And, the ramifications of that 
groundbreaking work continue 
to ripple through our celluloid 
history. By blending fact and 
fiction, reenactment and 
documentation, the “Thin Blue 
Line” dissected the process of 
filmmaking as much as it did the 
subject of the movie. 

And if it unleashed a wave of 
imitators (think “Cops,” 
“America’s Most Wanted” or 
any other re-enactment based 
TV show), it also ushered in an 
ocean’s worth of possibilities 
for documentary film. 

Brace yourself — he”s back. 

In his new movie, “Fast, 
Cheap and Out of Control,” 
Morris runs his blade along the 
underbelly of four men’s 
dreams, pulling out the viscera 
and weaving them together in a 
monument to ambition. 

Intercutting the tales of four 
distinct characters, — a robot 
scientist, a lion tamer, a topiary

gardener and a mole rat 
specialist — Morris constructs a 
story about man, nature and the 
thin line between them known 
as control. 

Superficially, the movie is 
about animals: the robot 
scientist is making machines 
that act like animals, the lion 
tamer is making animals act like 
men, the gardener is making 
trees look like animals and the 
mole-rat guy is just plain 
grooving on his hairless, buck- 
toothed beasts that are more 
human to him than people.

You should see Pat Kuleto’s latest — Jardiniere — the restaurant named 
after chef Traci Des Jardins, which is in the space once occupied by 
Kimball’s jazz club kitty-corner to Davies Hall on Grove; Street. The 
Maven met Kuleto, perhaps San Francisco’s top restaurant designer, 
who confirmed that the supper club’s interior is supposed to look like an 


upside down champagne glass. 


Indeed it does. The gold-painted domed ceiling is full of sparkling 
lights, which are supposed to represent the bubbles in an olid-fashioned 
Marie Antoinette (large-mouthed) champagne glass. 

A pewter railing which rims the upper floor is designed to look like a 
theater curtain, while pewter and lighted glass “champagne: buckets’ 
stand like statues along the railing.

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Rates fall; it may be fleeting 


On Oct. 9 Freddie Mac’s Pri- 
mary Mortgage Market Survey 
showed that the nationwide aver- 
age for the 30-year fixed-rate mort- 
gage stands at 7.26 nercent down 5 
basis points from last week’s aver- 
age of 7.31 percent. This is the 
lowest the 30-year rate has aver- 
aged since the week ending Feb. 16, 
1996 when it stood at 6.94 percent. 
In the second week of October 1996, 
the 30-year fixed rate mortgage 
averaged 8.06 percent. 

The average start-rate for the one- 
year Treasury-indexed adjustable 
rate mortgages (ARMS) fell three 
basis points from last week’s aver- 
age of 5.52 percent to 5.49 percent. 
This rate has not been lower since 
the week ending Feb. 21, 1996 when 
itaveraged 5.45 percent.A year ago 
the average start rate for the one- 
year ARM stood at 5.82 percent. 

This week’s average for 15-year 
fixed-rate mortgages, a popular 
option in the refinance market, fell 
5 basis points from last week’s 6.87 
percent to 6.82 percent. This rate 
has not been lower since February

16, 1996 when it averaged 6.44 
percent This time last year this rate 
was 7.58 percent. 

“Interest rates dropped across the 
board this week,” said Freddie Mac 
chief economist Robert Van Order. 

“However, (Federal Reserve 
Board) Chairman Alan Greenspan’s 
recent remarks brought about a rise 
in rates that will carry over into next 
week, when we will probably see 
rates back around 7.3 percent.” This 
year Freddie Mac celebrates the 26th 
consecutive year of the Primary 
Mortgage Market Survey having 
tracked mortgage interest rates since 
1971. 

Freddie Mac is a stockholder- 
owned corporation chartered by 
Congress in 1970 to create a con- 
tinuous flow of funds to mortgage 
lenders. 

The organization supplies lend- 
ers with the money to make mort- 
gages and then packages these mort- 
gages into marketable securities.

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Deregulating your portfolio 


For years utilities have long been 
considered a ‘core * investment for 
a conservative portfolio. However, 
deregulation is changing the land- 
scape of the electric utility indus- 
try, bringing about increased com- 
petition for prices and geographic 
boundaries at the business and con- 
sumer levels, With these changes 
and increased competition, you may 
need to carefully evaluate your in- 
vestments in this industry. 

Historically the electric utility 
industry has consisted of vertically 
integrated local monopolies. How- 
ever, the power-generation segment 
of the business is opening up to 
competition, increasing risks but 
also expanding opportunities.

rented. You probably think it’s 
crazy that we never bought but we 
were busy. We had our careers, 
we never did have children, we 
traveled a lot.”

the piece of property he'd called 
about as an example. I estimated 
what it would cost to buy for cash, 
loan, payments, taxes, insurance. 
He groaned. We laughed. 

Owning would give them the 
security that renting doesn’t, it’s 
true, I told him. They’d never have 
the building sold out from under 
them. But buying will take cash, 
cost more every month than the 
rent they pay now; they'd also be 
responsible for maintenance. 

“We've been thinking a condo 
might be best for us,” he said. “I 
don’t get around like I used to. In 
fact, climbing stairs is a real prob- 
lem for me now. We really should 
find something that is completely 
level and if it were acondo, some- 
one else would be taking care of 
the upkeep.” 

I told him that we don’t sell 
condos very often but that monthly 
association fees can be steep. They 
vary widely depending on the 
building and what they cover — 
exterior maintenance and light- 
ing, gardening, earthquake insur- 
ance, etc.

“seldom does a home withas much 

.j- documented history and archi- 
¥ al pedigree come on the mar- 
ihe mansion at 42 Glen Alpine 
ein Piedmont. This residence is 
_ erb example of a Norman Re- 
; Be ale manor house, designed in 
192 96 by famed Bay Area archi- 
tect William R. Yelland. 

Yelland is noted for such land- 
jstoric buildings as the old 
air fire house on Mountain 
Boulevard in Oakland, the original 
Tupper and Reed Music Store on 
Ghattuck Avenue In downtown Ber- 
Keley, and the Normandy Village 
apartment complex on Spruce Street 
in Berkeley. 

The story of how the current own- 
ers of 42 Glen Alpine came to know 
the full history of their home is an 
ynusual one. Ruth and Denny 
McLeod are the third owners of this 
5,500 square foot mansion. 

They bought the home in 1962, 
and were told by the second owners 
thatithad been designed by William 
Yelland, who was sull living in Ber- 
~ B keley at the time. 

“We went over to visit Mr. Yel- 
1B jand at his home in Berkeley,” Ruth 
Bf McLeod recalls, “and he was kind 
{B enough to give us a full set of origi- 
nal blueprints for our house—which 
we cherish to this day.” 

Denny McLeod remembers how 
Yelland described his unique role in 
{ Bdesigning their house both as an ar- 
chitect “and a master of trades, in the 
medieval manner.” 

This was a result of Yelland’s 
background as an artist and crafts- 
man who learned his skills as a stu- 
dent at the prestigious Ecole des 
Beaux Arts in Paris in the 1910s. 
While he was an art student there, 
Yelland studied the features and con- 
|B struction of medieval and Renais- 
sance buildings in France. 
| Yelland later put this knowledge 
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to good use in his career as an archi- 
tect in the Bay Area in the 1920s and 
30s. 

For example, on the house he 
designed originally for municipal 
Judge Erskine at 42 Glen Alpine, 
“he laid every piece of exposed brick 
inside the house himself,” Denny 
McLeod says proudly. Few Bay Area 
architects, besides Bernard 
Maybeck, took such a personal role 
in their work as Yelland. 

The exterior of 42 Glen Alpine 
displays all the classic features of a 
medieval Norman manor house. 
There are two high-peaked gables 
above the main entrance, and the 
upper, three-story gable is crowned 
with a dovecote and topped by a 
fleur-de-lis-shaped finial. 

To the right of the entrance is a 
towerlike two-story wing, with a 
pointed spire that ends in another 
fleur-de-lis finial. There is half-tim- 
bering around the windows on the 
left side of the house. 

Delicate quoining, (or pattern of 
stone blocks) lines the corners of the 
tower wing. Around the entrance 
itself, there is a single-story portico 
with pilasters and a balustrade above, 
an early Renaissance feature often 
added to late medieval chateau and 
manor houses in France. 

Finally, in keeping with the over- 
all authenticity of materials and 
craftsmanship of Yelland’s original 
design, the McLeod’s laid 6,000 red 
bricks in the driveway just before 
their daughter Karen’s wedding re- 
ception in 1976, 

The interior of the Judge Erskine 
House, which was completed in 
1929, retains nearly all of its original 
historic features, as well as having 
some additions added by the 
McLeods. There are six bedrooms 
and five-and-a-half baths in the 
house, and several large formal 
rooms and smaller plus rooms. One 
of the special design features of the 


piedmont gem on market 


home is that there is not one rectan- 
gular or square room in the entire 
house. 

The first floor has a spacious for- 
mal entry hall opening onto a grand 
staircase, which has hand-laid brick 
steps and wrought iron railings. The 
original 1920s hanging light fixtures 
are still in place in the entry hall and 
the stairwell. 

To the left, the formal dining room 
is octagonal, To the right, the large 
living room has a handsome brick- 
faced fireplace, and lovely views 
through its long latticed windows of 
the side yard and the gazebo, which 
was built in 1976. The original brass 
wall sconces still adorn the living 
room. 

Behind the stairway, there is a 
library, which has coffered wood 
paneling and a fireplace with brick 
facing and a Gothic arched-opening. 
Behind the library is a loggia, or 
covered arched area, opening onto 
the back yard. 

The ground floor also has a 
children’s playroom, a butler’s pan- 
try, apowder room, a laundry room, 
and the kitchen and breakfast room. 
In 1962 the breakfast room was ex- 
panded into a family room.; the 
kitchen was remodeled in 1989. 

The second floor has a master 
bedroom suite with his and her dress- 
ing rooms and a spacious bath witha 
Jacuzzi. The gentleman’s dressing 
room has oak-paneled drawers and 
closets, and the master bedroom has 
a light, airy quality with tree views 
through its wide latticed windows. 

There are four other bedrooms 
and two more full baths on the sec- 
ond floor, and one of the extra bed- 
rooms was expanded by the McLeods 
into a double bedroom. 

The third floor of the house has an 
unusual, rustic-looking bedroom, 
with knotty pine paneling and 
beamed ceilings. There is an elegant 
Palladian window with latticed panes

in the front wall of the bedroom, 
which frames a view of the Bay 
Bridge. 

This room also has a small deck 
off the rear, and a large full bath 
adjoining it. Ruth McLeod recalls 
that her sons “loved to sleep up here 
when they were growing up.” 

In the basement at 42 Glen Alpine 
is a full wine cellar, as all great 
manor houses used to have, The 
lushly landscaped 18,000-square- 


= 


foot lot is graced by white oak trees 
and Japanese maples, and has beau- 
tiful, meticulously maintained gar- 
dens. There is also a two-car, at- 
tached garage at the front of the 
house. 

“Although we’ve had a wonder- 
ful 35 years in this home,” Ruth 
McLeod says ,’’we feel it’s time to 
move on now. Our children are all 
grown, and we’d like to see another 
family enjoy the house.” 


This rare bit of Piedmont history 
has been reduced from $1,795,000 
to $1,625,000.

Can stucco, lawn coexist? 


By Buzz Bertolero 


Q: Exterior stucco plastering 
was left in my garden after a plas- 
tering job. The mixture contains 
Portland cement, sand and hy- 
drated lime Is this material harm- 
ful to grass, trees and shrubs? 


A: This material is notnormally 
not harmful. The hydrated lime 
could change the pH of the soil 
and that may affect plant growth. 

The soil’s pH is based on a 
scale of one to 14, seven is nor- 
mal, any reading at six or below is 
acid an a reading at eight or above 
is alkaline. 

California soils are mostly neu- 
tral to alkaline. In the eastern part 
of the country, hydrated lime is 
added to the soil to raise the pH. 

Purchase a simple pH kit at 
your local garden center and test 
different areas of your yard. In 
those areas that read eight or 
higher, remove as much as the 
stucco as possible and treat the 
soil with sulfur. Do this before the 
rainy season. 

The sulfur will lower the pH to 
seven or lower. Although stucco

Step 2: Clean interior surfaces. 
This is where the spray cleaner 
and Q-Tips come into play. Car 
interiors generally include plas- 
tic, glass, paint, fabric, metal and 
sometimes wood and leather. 
Use the appropriate cleaners for 
all surfaces, keeping in mind that 
wood finishes are likely to be so 
thickly coated with plastic, that 
for cleaning purposes, it is 
plastic. : 

Thoroughness to the point of 
military irrationality is the key.

Check for loose screws, clips 
and fasteners and. with the small 
screwdrivers and tools you’ve 
assembled, set these right with 
any other small mechanical flaws 
you may discover. 

Step 3: Wax the car. Wax pro- 
tects the paint from environ- 
mental hazards. Before choosing 
a wax, assess the condition of 
your car’s paint. If it’s in near 
factory condition, use a name 
brand, non-abrasive wax. 

If your car’s paint is slightly 
oxidized — dull and hazy — try 
rubbing compound, then wax the 
car. Always wax after using rub- 
bing compound. 

Step 4: Wheels and tires. Wash 
wheels and hubcaps with car wash 
to start. There are various kinds of 
cleaners for the various types of 
wheels. You can try a general 
wheel cleaner which is stronger 
than car wash and more likely to 
triumph over such contaminants as 
brake dust and road kill remnants. 
Scouring pads and tar remover 
may come in handy too.
